Greeting. 

T.  D.  Pattullo,  j  T1THEREAS  by  section  172 
Minister  of  Lands.  \  YV  of  the  “Water  Act,” 
chapter  271  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1924,”  it  is  provided  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Lands,  to 
constitute  by  Letters  Patent  a  tract  of  land  an 
improvement  district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body 
corporate : 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  addressed  to 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  by  owners  of 
land  within  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described, 
praying  that  the  said  tract  of  land  may  be  con¬ 
stituted  an  improvement  district  and  the  owners 
thereof  a  body  corporate : 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Lands  has  recom- 
jmended  that  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition  should 
be  granted : 

And  whereas  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
relative  to  such  petitions  have  been  complied  with  : 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Water  Act,”  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  said  tract  of  land  situate  in  the  Osoyoos 
Division  of  Yale  District,  and  hereinafter  more 
particularly  described,  shall  from  and  after  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  July,  1927,  be  constituted  an 
improvement  district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body 
corporate  under  the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further- 
provisions  to  the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter 
appearing : 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim  : — 

1.  That  certain  tract  of  land  situate  in  the 
Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale  District,  and  comprising 
the  South-east  Quarter  of  Section  29 ;  the  North¬ 
east  Quarter  of  Section  20;  the  South  Half  of 
Section  21;  the  North  Half  of  Section  16;  those 
portions  of  the  South  Half  of  Section  16  covered 
by  Registered  Plans  1558,  1559,  and  1578;  the 
South-west  Quarter  of  Section  22,  except  the  part 
comprising  Lot  11,  Registered  Plan  1519,  and  the 
part  owned  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways; 
the  North  Half  of  Section  15,  except  the  part  com- 
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prising  Lot  8,  Registered  Plan  1587;  that  portion 
of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  2.4  of  which 
R.  S.  Polly  is  the  registered  owner,  and  the  South 
Half  of  the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  9,  all  in 
Township  7.  and  Lot  54,  Group  1,  Lots  4  and  5, 
Registered  Plan  1766,  and  that  part  of  Lot  57, 
Group  1,  shown  on  Registered  Plan  B1587  (all  the 
said  registered  plans  being  plans  tiled  in  the  Land 
Registry  Office  for  the  Kamloops  Land  Registration 
District),  shall  from  and  after  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  July,  1927,  be  constituted  an  improvement 
district  and  the  owners  thereof  a  body  corporate 
under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  and  under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  here¬ 
inafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

Name,  Territorial  Limits,  anp  Objects  of 
the  District. 

2.  The  improvement  district  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  title  of  “  Grandview 
Waterworks  District.” 

3.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  comprise 
all  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  improvement  district  shall 
be  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  works  and  li¬ 
cences  for  the  storage,  delivery,  and  carriage  of 
water  for  waterworks  purpose  and  such  incidental 
purposes  as  are  authorized  by  the  licences  it 
acquires. 

Qualifications  of  Voters  at  the  First 
Ejection. 

5.  At  the  first  election  the  persons  qualified  to 
vote  for  Trustees  shall  be  all  such  persons  as  are 
British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  are  owners  (as  defined  in  section  165  of  the 
said  Act)  of  land  within  the  territorial  limits  or 
are  the  duly  qualified  agents  of  such  owners,  and 
are  not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or 
Indian  race. 

Number,  Qualification,  and  Term  of  Office 
of  tiie  Trustees. 

6.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

7.  Any  person  qualified  as  hereinbefore  provided 
to  vote  at  the  first  election  shall  be  qualified  to  bo 
a  candidate  for  election  as  Trustee  at  the  first 
election. 

8.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  owners  (qualified  as  afore¬ 
said)  vote  at  the  general  meeting  called  pursuant 
to  clause  10  hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1930;  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  the  said 
owners  vote  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  1929 ;  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  the  said  owners 
vote  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meet¬ 
ing  of  1928.  But  should  there  be  nominated  no 
more  than  the  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  then  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 
Power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of  the  candidates 
elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively. 

First  Meeting  of  the  First  Trustees. 

9.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improvement 
district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Monday  follow¬ 
ing  their  election,  and  if  the  same  is  a  holiday, 
then  on  the  day  next  following  which  is  not  a 
holiday. 

Returning  Officer  and  iiis  Instructions. 

t  10.  Mr.  John  R.  Wiglesworth,  of  Armstrong, 
B.C.,  Municipal  Clerk,  shall  be  Returning  Officer 
for  the  first  election  of  Trustees  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
call  a  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  within 
the  improvement  district  who  are  qualified  to  vote 
as  aforesaid  for  the  purpose  of  electing  three 
Trustees.  The  Returning  Officer  shall,  at  least  four 
days  before  holding  of  the  said  general  meeting, 
cause  to  be  published  in  one  issue  of  the  local 
newspaper,  and  likewise  cause  to  be  posted  in  three 
or  more  conspicuous  places  within  the  territorial 
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limits,  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  date,  time,  and 
place  of  holding  the  said  general  meeting.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  determine 
whether  or  not  any  person  who  applies  to  be 
allowed  to  vote  for  Trustees  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
The  mode  of  taking  the  votes  at  the  said  general 
meeting  shall  be  as  determined  by  the  Returning 
Officer.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  in  case  of  a  tie 
vote  have  a  casting-vote,  whether  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  or  not.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare 
the  result  of  the  election  and  shall  return  the  names 
of  the  successful  candidates  to  the  Board  of  In¬ 
vestigation. 

The  First  Assessment  Roll. 

11.  In  the  first  assessment  roll  all  the  lands 
within  the  territorial  district  shall  be  placed  in  one 
and  the  same  grade. 

12.  For  the  delivery  of  water  for  waterworks 
purpose  the  improvement  district  shall,  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  application  is  made  therefor, 
provide  at  the  boundary  of  the  parcel  a  point  of 
delivery  for  each  parcel  of  land  within  the  terri¬ 
torial  limits  which  was  shown  as  a  separate  parcel 
on  the  books  of  the  Land  Registry  Office  on  the 
first  day  of  March,  1925,  and  upon  which  there  is 
a  habitable  dwelling  at  the  time  the  application  is 
made.  Except  as  aforesaid,  the  Trustees  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  provide  a  point  or  points  of  delivery 
to  any  parcel  of  land,  but,  if  they  deem  it  in  the 
interest  of  the  improvement  district  to  do  so,  they 
may  provide  an  additional  point  or  additional 
points  of  delivery  to  any  parcel  or  to  the  subdivided 
parts  of  the  parcel  upon  the  owner  making  written 
application  therefor  and  paying  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  improvement  district  a  bonus  of  such  sum  as  to 
the  Trustees  appears  just  and  reasonable.  The 
owners  of  the  lands  to  which  points  of  delivery  are 
provided  shall  provide  the  works  required  to  carry 
the  water  from  the  points  of  delivery  to  the  places 
of  use,  as  well  as  the  works  necessary  for  utilizing 
the  water. 

Special  Provisions. 

1.3.  In  levying  taxes  and  fixing  tolls  the  Trustees 
shall  observe  the  following : — 

(a.)  Not  more  than  one-half  of  the  revenue  re¬ 
quired  in  any  year  for  all  purposes  of  the 
improvement  district  shall  be  levied  by 
means  of  taxes  : 

(7>.)  The  tolls  shall  include  both  a  per-service 
charge  payable  in  respect  of  each  parcel  of 
land  to  which  there  is  a  point  of  delivery 
provided  irrespective  of  whether  any  water 
is  used  or  not,  and  a  further  charge  payable 
in  respect  of  the  water  used  and  varying  in 
amount  according  to  the  quantity  used  or 
the  number  of  persons  occupying  the 
premises  where  the  water  is  used. 

14.  Sections  197  to  21,3,  inclusive,  and  Schedule 
I>  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall  not  apply  to  this  im¬ 
provement  district,  and  the  following  provisions 
shall  apply:— 

“  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of  the 
land  within  the  improvement  district  shall  be  called 
by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  held  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  January  and  the  fifteenth  day  of 
March  at  a  place  within  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
improvement  district,  for  the  following  purposes: — 

“(«.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
the  condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

“ ( h. )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district : 

“(r.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

“(rf. )  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  till  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees 
and  to  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting. 

“  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  tin-  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  relating  to 


the  works  or  finances  of  the  improvement  district 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be 
bn,u -ht  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

“The  owners  present  at  a  general  meeting,  ex¬ 
cept  the  one  called  pursuant  to  clause  10  hereof, 
shall  choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  of  the 
meeting. 

“  At  least  seven  day’s  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  at 
least  three  conspicuous  public  places  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district.  The  said  notices  may  be  in 
Form  4  of  Schedule  A  of  the  ‘  Water  Act.’ 

“  The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting,  including  all 
resolutions  proposed'  and  the  action  taken  thereon 
and  all  votes  taken  upon  any  matter.  The  persons 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  shall  be 
such  persons  as  are  British  subjects,  and  are  of  the 
full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  are  owners  (as 
defined  in  section  1G5  of  the  ‘Water  Act’)  of  land 
within  the  territorial  limits,  or  are  the  duly  quali¬ 
fied  agents  of  such  owners,  and  are  not  Chinese, 
Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic  or  Indian  race.  In  the 
event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  such 
general  meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman 
may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him 
a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  the  declarant 
is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general 
meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a  general 
meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Board  of 
Investigation  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such 
meeting.” 

15.  Section  249  of  the  “Water  Act”  shall  not 
apply  to  the  said  improvement  district. 

16.  Subsections  (1)  and  (3)  of  section  231  and 
sections  233  and  243,  both  inclusive,  of  the  “  Water 
Act  ”  shall  not  apply  to  this  improvement  district, 
and  the  following  provisions  shall  apply  : — 

“(a.)  The  description  of  lands,  the  area  of  the 
various  parcels  thereof,  the  name  and  address  of 
each  owner  thereof,  and  the  name  and  address  of 
any  person  claiming  notice  of  assessment  and  taxes 
as  set  out  on  the  assessment  roll  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  Township  of  Spallumcheen.  as  revised  by  the 
Court  of  Revision  of  the  said  township  or  such  por¬ 
tion  or  portions  thereof  as  relate  to  the  lands  com¬ 
prising  this  improvement  district,  shall  be  the 
assessment  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  assess¬ 
ment  roll  of  the  improvement  district. 

“(7l)  The  description  of  lands,  the  area  of 
various  parcels,  the  name  and  address  of  each  owner 
thereof,  and  the  name  and  address  of  any  person 
claiming  notice  of  assessment  and  tax^s  as  set  out 
on  the  said  assessment  roll  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  Township  of  Spallumcheen.  with  all  details 
respecting  the  same,  shall  be  set  out  on  the  roll, 
which  shall  be  the  assessment  roll  of  this  improve¬ 
ment  district  and  shall  be  authenticated  by  being 
signed  by  the  majority  of  the  Trustees. 

“(e.)  Subject  to  the  following  proviso,  the 
Assessor  shall  before  returning  the  roll  to  the 
Trustees,  with  respect  to  each  parcel  of  land 
assessed,  transmit  by  post  prepaid  to  each  person 
named  on  the  assessment  roll  as  owner  of  the 
parcel  of  land  at  the  address  set  out  in  the  assess¬ 
ment  roll  a  notice  giving:  (a)  The  short  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  land;  (?>)  the  area  of  the  parcel;  (e)  a 
copy  of  the  following  section,  that  is  to  say: — 

“  ‘  Any  person  who  is  of  the  opinion  that  error 
or  omission  exists  in  his  assessment  in  that  his 
name  has  been  wrongfully  inserted  in  or  omitted 
from  the  roll,  or  that  his  land  has  been  wrongfully 
entered  upon  or  omitted  from  the  roll,  or  that  the 
area  assessed  is  incorrect,  may  within  one  week 
from  the  date  of  making  of  this  notice  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Investigation  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  241  of  the  “Water  Act.”’ 

Provided  that  the  mailing  of  notices  as  afore¬ 
said  shall  be  dispensed  with  if  a  certificate  from 
tin1  Assessor  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Township 
of  Spallumcheen  be  filed  with  the  Assessor  of  the 
improvement  district  certifying  that  notices  of 
assessment  under  the  ‘Municipal  Act’  and  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  provisions  thereof  were  mailed  to 
the  owners  in  the  improvement  district,  and  at  the 
foot  or  end  thereof  there  was  written  or  printed 
the  following  clause: — 
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Those  lands  are  williin  the  Grandview  Water 
works  District,  and  the  description  of  lands,  the 
area  thereof,  the  name  and  address  of  any  person 
claiming  notice  of  assessment  and  taxes  as  set  out 
on  the  assessment  roll  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
Township  of  Npnllumeheen,  as  revised  hy  the  Court 
of  Revision  of  the  said  township  or  such  portion  or 
portions  thereof  as  relate  to  the  lands  in  the  im¬ 
provement  district,  shall  he  the  assessment  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  the  assessment  roll  of  the 
improvement  district,  subject  to  appeal  therefrom 
to  the  Board  of  Investigation  under  the  “Water 
Act  ”  in  the  manner  set  out  in  section  241  of  the 
“Water  Act.”’ 

“(d. )  If  any  person  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
assessment  of  lands  as  aforesaid,  he  may  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  Board  of  Investigation  in  the 
manner  set  out  in  section  241  of  the  ‘  Water  Act,’ 
and  such  appeal  shall  be  heard  and  dealt  with  in 
all  respects  as  if  it  were  an  appeal  from  the  Court 
of  Revision  under  the  ‘  Water  Act.’ 

“(c.)  The  assessment  roll  authenticated  as  re¬ 
quired  hy  these  Letters  Patent  and  as  revised  and 
amended  (if  at  all)  on  appeal  to  the  Board  shall 
be  valid  and  shall  bind  all  parties  concerned,  not¬ 
withstanding  any  omission  or  any  defect  or  error 
committed  in  or  with  respect  to  such  roll,  or  any 
defect,  error,  or  misstatement  in  any  notice  re¬ 
quired,  or  the  omission  to  transmit  such  notice, 
and  the  roll  shall  for  all  purposes  be  taken  and 
held  to  he  the  assessment  roll  of  the  improvement 
district  until  a  new  roll  shall  be  revised,  con¬ 
firmed,  or  passed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
hereof.” 

17.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  mean¬ 
ings  in  section  3  of  section  165  of  the  said  Act 
shall,  where  used  herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning 
given  them  in  the  said  sections  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires.

(1.)  The  financial  assistance  rendered  hy  the 
Province  in  I  IMS  and  subsequent  years  was 
necessary  and  justifiable  and  whether  the 
methods  adopted  were  advisable; 

(2.)  The  improvement  district  form  of  organisa¬ 
tion  was  suitable  to  the  conditions  obtain¬ 
ing  where  the  districts  have  been  constituted; 

(3)  The  funds  advanced  have  bam  expended  to 
good  advantage  in  all  cases,  and,  if  not, 
where  the  responsibility  lies; 

(4.)  The  operations  of  the  district  have  been 
properly  conducted  and  the  duties  of  the 
Trustees  conscientiously  carried  on; 

(5.)  The  respective  functions  of  the  districts 
and  the  Department  are  properly  related; 

(6.)  The  conditions  and  cost  of  irrigation  in 
these  districts  compares  favourably  or  other¬ 
wise  with  those  in  the  districts  in  the 
Province  financed  in  other  ways; 

(7.)  The  cost  of  irrigation  bears  a  reasonable 
relation  to  other  costs  of  production  and 
returns  of  various  kinds  of  crops; 

(8.)  The  increase  in  cost  of  irrigation  since  the 
systems  under  review  were  first  constructed 
is  attributable  to  the  increase  in  labour  and 
material  costs  during  the  same  period1; 

(0.)  The  application  of  any  of  the  bases  of 
charges  in  operation  under  the  reclamation 
services  in  the  United  States  is  feasible  and 
advisable ; 

(10.)  The  adoption  of  a  gradation  of  charges 
according  to  value  of  land  or  kind  of  crop 
is  equitable  or  advisable; 

(11.)  The  cost  of  irrigation  has  contributed  to 
the  lack  of  success  in  the  fruit  industry,  and, 
if  so,  to  what  extent ;

Rule  76. 

A  LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop- 
TY  erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1S67  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal.  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  ail 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  he  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  he 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ton  days  of 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  he  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
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said  the  promoters  of  tiny  Private  1  till  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  tin*  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Itule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  ns  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  tlieir  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a  model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A  copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk.
